Now that 
the leading men in London Methodism 
have a satisfactory knowledge of the 
question, they see how utterly inade- 
quate all their efforts have been to 
grapple with the difficulty under con- 
sideration. It is an ascertained fact, 
arrived at by various modes of inquiry 
and calculation, and by various agen- 
cies, that of the four million people now 
living in London, not more than one 
million ever attend any religious wor- 
ship. This is an appalling state of 
things. Granted that it is cheering to 
know that there are a million persons 
who go through some form of worship 
every Sabbath; but what about the 
three millions who are godless? That 
is bad enough, but that is not the worst 
phase of the matter; for most of them 
are the enemies of God, their best 
Friend. The Methodists believe that 
their system of teaching religion is the 
best of any to reach the poor and neg- 
lected classes, to raise the fallen, to 
bring the erring into the right way, to 
make even beggars into respectable cit- 
izens, to comfort sorrowing ones, and to 
turn sinners into saints. With this con- 
viction, they have been devising one 
great scheme toward lessening the evil 
in our midst, and that is to establish a 
West Central Mission, of a kind better 
adapted to accomplish good than any 
they have yet tried.

These have been brief- 
ly stated by the secretary of the Metro- 
politan Chapel Building Fund, the ear-

Wesleyan Methodist chapels in London, each 
to seat 1,000 persons, in order that there may 
be Wesleyan Methodist provision for 1,000 out 
of every 10,000 of the population — a far less 
proportion than obtains in many of the prov- 
inces. 

‘©2, That there are still within four miles of 
City-road Chapel 55 considerable towns — 
sub-districts of the metropolis — some of them 
containing nearly 60,000 population, without 
any Wesleyan Methodist chapel or service of 
any kind—a fact which would startle the 
Connexion if it could be said of Yorkshire, 
Lincolnshire, or any country district. 

‘¢3, That postponing our obligation as to the 
450 chapels just mentioned, and striving only 
to keep abreast of the increasing population, 
which each year grows at the rate of about

A FLIGHT TO THE NORTHWEST. 
A Sail Up the Columbia River.

The circumstances all combined to 
make the trip one of interest and pleas- 
ure. The morning was one of the most 
beautiful that [ever saw. The heavens 
smiled upon the mountains, forests and 
farms of Oregon in a most gracious 
manner. Portland, enthroned upon 
the banks of the Willamette River, ap- 
peared at its best in the glorious sun- 
light. The steamer ‘‘ Wide West,” oa 
which I had taken passage, was tug- 
ging like a giant to break the heavy 
lines which bound it to the wharf; and 
from the upper deck, leaning against 
the rail, [ was looking at the bustling 
human mass around and below. It had 
not occurred to me but that my appear- 
ance was clerical enough to indicate my 
profession to any person who should 
condescend to notice me. An individ- 
ual approached me, however, and ina 
mild, timid manner handed me a print- 
ed tract with the remark: ‘“*I suppose 
you don’t often read such things, but 
please read that;” and then he beat a 
hasty retreat. I failed to comprehend 
his meaning. I glanced at the tract, 
and found it to be a sermon of Rey. 
Mr. Hastings, of Boston, on the inspi- 
ration of the Scriptures. Then the 
query arose, ‘‘ For whom did this man 
mistake me?” My first impulse was 
to hasten after him and prove my iden- 
tity. But, alas! my certificate of cler- 
ical and official character, so kindly 
furnished by the publisher of ZION’s 
HERALD, Was locked up in my bag- 
gage. My traveling companion was in 
California, and there was no way for 
me to extricate myself from the dilem- 
ma. I hastened, however, to a state- 
room, looked myself over in the mir- 
ror, carefully rolled up the battered 
brim of my old slouched hat, and tried 
to make myself believe that I did not 
look so much like a cowboy after all. 

By that time the passengers 
coming board in great numbers. 
Among them came two hundred mem- 
bers of a German Reformed Church on 
a Sunday-school excursion up the Co- 
lumbia River. The lines were cast off 
at8 o'clock in the morning, and the 
‘* Wide West ” dropped down the Wil- 
lamette, and was soon upon the bosom 
of the Columbia River. I think that 
the most of your readers would, like 
myself, be very much surprised at the 
size of this magnificent river. 
snow and ice melting upon the long 
ranges of mountains add much to its 
volume in June, and I saw it at high 
water a great mass of water, at some 
points two miles wide, rushing on to 
the sea. Its are stained with 
the colorings of the soil, so that they 
more closely resemble those of the Mis- 
souri than the Mississippi River. In 
many places its banks are low and flat, 
covered with a luxuriant growth of 
grass, ferns, and shrubs, which were 
then nearly concealed by the yellow, 
dirt-stained waters. Now and then the 
scene was relieved by farms, with 
beautiful green fields and neat build- 
ings. Grains, vegetables, and all varie- 
ties of fruit thrive in Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territory in almost tropical 
luxury. Large herds of cattle and 
horses, together with great flocks of

side, or lazily watching the steamer 
toiling up the river. A few beautiful 
villages were seen. Among them was 
Vancouver, with its important United 
States Military Post. The park of 
artillery, the uniforms of the soldiers, 
and the stars and stripes flying from 
the tall flag-staff, added much to the 
beauty of the village. As [ watched 
the soldiers on drill, and saw them pass 
through the movements once so famil- 
iar to myself, I almost forgot that I

I was aroused from these meditations | 


by a heavy voice behind me exclaiming:

There is 
one article of wearing apparel in which 
the true Westerner always takes spe- 
cial pride — his boots; polished to the 
highest degree, and from their elevated 
position reflecting the features of their 
owners. The speaker, whose remark 
had arrested my attention, was a tall, 
finely-proportioned man of perhaps 
forty years. His black hair and mous- 
tache reminded one of Gen. Logan; 
his eyes and face were not, however, 80 
dark as those of the Illinoissenator.

present cascades; and that the Great 
Spirit, in his anger at the disaster, 
seized a mountain with each hand and 
hurled them back many miles from the 
river, where they now stand. These 
two mountains, like nearly all the other 
peaks in the Cascade Range, are extinct 
volcanoes, and at the Cascades midway 
between Portland and the Dalles are 
abundant proof of a great convulsion 
of nature at some remote point in the 
past. ‘The Cascades extend for six 
miles. The river tumbles so furiously 
over the rocks, that no boat can possi- 
bly pass either up or down the river 
through these rapids. 

We bid the ** Wide West” good-by, 
take a railroad car for a portage of six 
miles, then pass from the car to an- 
other steamer which is to bear us to 
the Dalles. Above the Cascades the 
scenery is at its best; the two pillars 
of Hercules, Cape Horn, and Rooster 
Rock, being the most famous points 
passed. Above the Cascades I saw no 
wharves, the location of the steamer’s 
landings being determined by the geo- 
graphical location of its patrons. Ona 
point of land stands a man swinging 
his hat. The steamer turns its prow 
towards him; the boat thumps against 
the rock wall, or grinds upon the sandy 
bottom; a plank is thrown out, the 
passenger gets on board, the engine is 
reversed, and a few mighty throbs of 
its iron heart throws the boat back- 
ward into deeper water, and on our way 
we go. At least a dozen passengers 
were thus taken on board between the 
Cascades and the Dalles. 

A few days before this passage was 
made up the Columbia, I had an expe- 
rience in boarding a steamer on the 
same river, that I did not care to re- 
peat. I had been visiting a small town 
a few miles above the mouth of the 
Willamette. As we saw the upward- 
bound boat, a small lad rowed me out 
from the town to intercept the steamer 
in the middle of the river, which is there 
one and a half miles wide. I am no 
water-fowl at best, and it made me a 
little nervous to see now carelessly my

The small volume with the above 
title, sent out a few years ago by the 
well-known author, Rev. 8S. H. Platt, 
A. M., of Southampton, L. I., seems to 
the writer to contain a larger amount of 
practical, profitable truth on this sub- 
ject than any other of the very large 
number he has examined ; and he would 
be glad to call attention to its merits. 
Perhaps its chief peculiarity and leading 
excellence are that the author, being 
physician as well as preacher, has paid 
special attention to the modifications 
which diseased conditions of body (and 
how few there are who are not more or 
less diseased!) necessitate in our de- 
mands upon the spiritual nature. He 
shows that those constitutionally im- 
perfect and unfortunate will be judged 
by special laws modified to suit the dis- 
ability; such persons simply cannot 
display the same exterior that we have 
a right to demand from others, and 
hence it is not required of them. There 
is graded responsibility corresponding 
to the graded difficulties which ap- 
proach with more or less closeness to 
impossibility. 

The author calls attention to the fact 
that many mental attitudes, depres- 
sions, wandering thoughts, and such 
like, are wholly due to different dis- 
eases and purely physical causes, hence 
to be borne like any other infliction as a 
part of life’s discipline. Uncontrollable 
nervousness, irritability, peevishness of 
temper, are often a symptom of the ex- 
haustion of nervous energy; the condi- 
tion of the body is abnormal, having a 
physical cause and needing a physical 
cure. Nervous health is one thing, 
moral health is another. He distin- 
guishes between normal sanctification 
‘* when under the ordinary operations 
of grace the whole nature is harmonized 
into conformity with God’s will,” and 
what he calls ‘‘ neuropathic sanctifica- 
tion, when the reactions of the nervous 
centres are so far impulsive and emo- 
tional, that health, not grace, is their 
proper regulator; and when conjoined 
with this pathological condition, is a 
state of spiritual aspiration and purpose 
which, under more favorable physical 
conditions, would ensure normal sancti- 
fication.”

Supplementary works, and repetitions 
of the. cleansing, are almost always 
needed, as perversities before unknown 
are revealed and further light continues 
to break in.

The author does not always use the 
terms ‘** holiness” and *‘ sanctification,” 
in what seems to us the Scriptural 
sense, nor does his book in all parts 
appear wholly consistent with itself.

We shall err, however, if we think that the only 
object which Jesus had in view iu showing His 
hands and His side was identification. He wouid 
also connect His present glorification with His past 
sufferings. Even now, amidst His glory, His 
people must not forget that His Path to it had been 
the Cross. He is the Lamb that was “slain” 
(Revision Commentary).

— Says Schaff: ‘“ This is 
the beginning of the history of the Lord’s Day, 
which to this day has never suffered a single 
interruption in Christian lands, except for a brief 
period of madness in France during the reign of 
terror.” ‘* The ‘ eight days’ include both extremes, 
after the Jewish method”’ (Cambridge Bible).

27. Then saith he to Thomas — and every word 
which He uttered revealed to the affectionate but 
doubting disciple that He had heard his words and 
read his inmost heart. Reach hither thy finger, 
and behold (R. V., “*see”’?) my hands. — Touch 
and see; satisfy yourself fully; behold “ the print 
of the nails;” lay your finger in each open scar, 
if you will. Reach hither thy hand and thrust 
(R. V.,“ put”) itinto my side — a final and most 
gracious condescension to this disciple’s demand 
for palpable evidence. Be not faithless, bat 
believing — a tender rebuke and warning, applica- 
ble not merely to this occasion, but to the whole 
future life of Thomas when he would be called to 
walk, not by sight, bat by faith. 


This illustrates how Jesus may forever, as our 
High-priest, exhibit in His own person the tokens 
of His death for our eternal life (Whedon). — The 
wounds which Satan inflicted in malice and scorn on 
our Lord’s crucified body, have been converted by 
' His controlling power and wisdom into proofs of His 
Resurrection, and marks of His personal identity. 





They have become indelible evidences of His} 


power, graven, as it were, with an iron pen on the 
Rock of Ages, to be read by the eyes of ages and 
men for eternity (Wordsworth). 


28. Thomas answered.— There is no hint that 
he stopped to use the tests which Jesus offered to 
prove His identity. My Lord and my God— 
words of intense conviction and profound adora- 
tion; words that mark the transition from deep- 
est despondency to loftiest trust and clear per- 
ception. The who/s Thomas believed now. These 
words are interpreted by some to be merely an 
exclamation, or at the most a formula of thankful- 
ness to God; but such a profane exclamation 
would have been inconsistent and would not have 





passed without rebuke; further, they are words 
of personal address to Christ himself, and are such 
as befit the surprising change in the mind of ) 
Thomas. Taken with verse 30, it seems plain that 
the Evangelist means to emphasize in the closing 
chapters of his Gospel what he taught in the be- 
ginning—that ‘the Word was God.” Lange 
calls these words “ the highest apostolic confession 
of faith in the lordship and divinity of Christ.” 


| 

Thomas now does nobly. He has his fill of 
proof and fact, and he pours heart and soul and 
body into an act of faith and confession. We may 
now see that Thomas had never been at bottom an 
infidel. Even under his “I will not believe,” 
there was at bottom a spirit of faith; and when 
the load of despondency is removed, he rises at a 
spring into a higher confession than apostle ever 
yet uttered (Whedon).

This last great declaration of blessedness 1s a | 
beatitude which is the special property of the 
countless number of believers who have never 
seen Christ in the flesh. Just as it is possible for 
every Christian to become equal in blessedness to 
Christ’s mother and brethren by obedience (Matt. | 
12: 49, 50), soit is possible for them to transcend | 
the biesseduess of apostles by faith. All the apos- | 
ues, hke Thomas, had seen before taey believed; 
even Jobn’s faith did not show itself uatil he had | 
had evidence (verse 8). Thomas had the oppor- 
tunity of believing without seeing, but rejected it. | 
The same opportunity is granted to all believers 
now (Cambridge Bible).

V. Illustrative. 
1. THOMAS. 


Thomas has a place among the apos- 
tles, inferior indeed to John and Peter, 
yet an important one. He represents ; 
honest, earnest, inquiring, truth-loving | 
skepticism, or that rationalism which 
anxiously craves tangible evidence, and | 
embraces it with joy when presented. 
This is essentially distinct from the | 
worldly, frivolous skepticism of in-| 
difference or hostility to truth, which | 
ignores or opposes the truth in spite of | 
evidence. The former wants knowl-| 
edge in order to faith, the latter knowl- | 
edge without or against faith. The in- | 
quiring spirit of Thomas, having a 
moral motive and a spiritual aim, is a 
wholesome, propelling principle in the | 
church, and indispensable in scientific | 
theology ; itdispels prejudice, ignorance, | 
and superstition, and promotes knowl-| 
edge and intelligence. Yet, practically 
and spiritually, it is defective as com- | 
pared with the childlike spirit of faith | 
with which alone we can enter the| 
kingdom of heaven, and hence it is| 
gently rebuked by our Lord. For ed 
vation we must go to Christ, not as 
reasoning logicians, or learned ee 
ans, or pleading lawyers, or calculating 
merchants, but as the child goes to the 
mother’s bosom, as heart goes to heart, 
and love to love — with unbounded con- 
fidence and trust. Faith is the true 
mother of true knowledge in divine 
things, and even in philosophy, which 
starts in love of wisdom, and consequent- 
ly implies its existence. It is only in a 
very qualified sense, in matters of his- 
torical inquiry and philosophic and 
scientific research, that doubt may be 
called the father of knowledge (Schaff).

2. CHURCH AUTHORITY. 


It still remains to explain, so 
far as we can, these two points: 
in what this power of forgiving and 
retaining sins consists, and in what 
manner it resides in the church.

In the true 
sense, therefore, this is rather adminis- 
trative, disciplinary power, ‘* the power 
of the keys” —such as St. Paul would 
have had the Corinthian Church put in 
force — the power of admission and ex- 
clusion, of the authoritative declaration 
of the forgiveness of sins, in the exer- 
cise of which power (as it seems to 
the present writer) the authority for 
the administration of the Holy Sacra- 
ments is also involved. And yet it is 
not, as is sometimes represented, “ ab- 
solution from sin,” which belongs only 
to God and to Christ as Head of the 
church, but absolution of the sinner, 
which He has delegated to His church: 


ure forgiven.” ‘These words also teach 
us, that what the rabbis claimed in 
virtue of their office, that the Lord be- 
stowed on His Church in virtue of her 
receiving, and of the indwelling of, the 
Holy Ghost. 

In answering the second question 
proposed, we must bear in mind one im- 
portant point.

THE JESUITS AGAIN IN THE SAD- 
DLE. 


The Jesuits are clearly again mount- 
ing their war steeds in preparing for an 
advance to the front. The recent Papal 
Brief, restoring them to favor, has had 
its effect on the Catholic community of 
Europe, as is clearly seen by the pro- 
ceedings of the annual General Conven- 
tion of the Catholics of Germany, held 
in the famous city of Breslau. 

At this gathering nearly a thousand 
guests were present from various parts 
of Germany and other lands, and in the 
popular meetings three thousand were 
present from all ranks of society. The 
animus of the assembly from beginning 
to end was an increased conviction of 
the victorious power of Rome. At the 
preliminary meeting of welcome, a 
titled visitor advanced the opinion that 
against the unity, endurance and cour- 
age of the Catholic people, every oppo- 
sition must fail. And stormy applause 
followed the assertion of the deputy 
from Aix-la-Chapelle, who declared that 
the associations that sent him bade 
him bring the tidings that there would 
be no peace until all the Orders, even 
the Jesuits, were called back to Ger- 
many. 

A deputy of the German Parliament 
was made president of the body, and in 
his address of thanks he declared that 
Catholics must strive to secure the free- 
dom of ali the leaders of the Church; 
and special emphasis was laid on the 
assertion that the Church must be free 


in its work of education. And here, 
again, stormy applause greeted the 


demand that all the fraternities, even the 
Jesuits, must be perfectly free in their 
organization and activity. The Bishop 
of Breslau supported the president in 
his demands for the Orders and the 
Jesuits. Later in the evening two 
from China and Africa 
plead for the support of the missions in 
the Orient, that are notably in the hands 
of the Jesuits. As a fitting close to the 
first meeting, the famous Ultramontane 
leader of the German Parliament, Dr. 
Windhorst, declared, amid tumultuous 
cries, that the warlike sentiment was 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


A very interesting and helpfal conference in 
behalf of the Indian tribes within our borders, 
has just completed its work, at Lake Mohonk. 
Leading philanthropists, editors, and edu- 
cators, with a few statesmen, were present. 
The discussions were earnest and suggestive. 
While the present administration was not 
directly criticised, and the active interest of 
President Cleveland in the effort to remove 
Indian abuses and to benefit the race was 
highly commended, specific acts and Con- 
gressional discussions were both severely ques- 
tioned, especially disparaging statements in 
reference to educated Indians. These were 
shown to be unfounded. The conference ad- 
vocated the immediate passage of the Dawes 
Land-in-Severalty bill, the Sioux reservation 
bill, and the bill for extending the law of the 
land over all Indians. The members of this 
congress were convinced that they should be 
made citizens; the exercise of these preroga- 
tives forming one of the best forms of educa- 
tion for their wise discharge of a freeman’s 
duties. The tribal habit, they urged, should 
be broken up; each family should have its 
separate allowance of land, and a home be 
created. The vast uncultivated reservation, 
after sufficient allotments of land have been 
made to all the resident Indians, should be 
sold to actual settlers, in the interests 
of the Indians; the proceeds being se- 
cured for their benefit. This will afford ample 
resources to secure for them adequate imple- 
ments for civilized life—schools, and relig- 
ious establishments. The agency system will 
require to be continued until the experiment 
of making a settled and civilized people out of 
homeless wanderers and hunters has become a 
manifest success. We trust these suggestions 
will be carefally considered in the session of 
Congress soon to be gathered.

The whole church is arranged in 
societies and committees for Christian work 
and charity, and though the society is com- 
posed of a membership in humble circum- 
stances and the seats are free, large sums for 
current expenses and all forms of Christian 
service are raised every year. Among other 
plans, they have a particularly efficient system 
of tract distribution. Under the direction of 
the pastor, these tracts are made specially 
effective and attractive. We have seenanum- 
ber of them. Each one has a beautiful orna- 
mented first page, which renders it too valu- 
able to throw a-ide, while within it conveys 
some vital truth in a very fresh and impressive 
manner. We have referred somewhat at 
length to this mission, as it seems to us, with 
its first-class minister and well-organized 
bands of workers, in the heart of a neglected 
population, almost an ideal evangel for the 
masses, and an experiment that will bear often 
imitation. The tracts referred to can be ob-
